It is
stated that *the Democratle State
committee, which has not been  doing
much in the way of claiming, has re-
ports from all the counties, which show
that there are from 25,000 to 40,000 more
Democratic than Republican voters. Un-
less this majority is converted by some
means before November Sth, the Demo-
eratie State committee cannot see how
New York ean be lost to Cleveland nnd
Qtevenson. There is no fear of treachery
in any quarter, The men who were maost
conspicuous  in  thelr hostility to Mr.
Cloveland at the Chicago Convention are
now most earnest in his support, To-day
there {8 not a single ‘sulker or gore-
head' in the Democratic ranks in this
State, ne far as can be learned.” It Is
confilently claimed that, with harmony
and unity in the Democratie ranks, New
yYork is always a Democratic State.

We New Jersey the
factional differences of the followers of
(iovernor Abbett and Senator MePher-
son have been forgotton, for the time
being at least, and no sign of a break
in the solld front of the Democracy In
New Jersey is apparent in any part of
the State. The Democratic managers
place more rellance on New Jersey than
on any of the doubtful States. Mr. Cleve-
land carried the State by 4,412 majority
in 1884, and 7,149 majority In 1585
Connecticut Is not so certain. At best
the Democratic majority there s small,
and this year the State has been flooded
with Radlcal boodle, and the old Dudley
campaign methods of using bright, crisp
t1, $2, and $ bills will be tried, The
Democrats clalm, however, that their
party is harmonious and full of fight,
and they hope to gailn many votes on
aceonunt of the usurpation of the Govern-
orghip by so-called Governor Bulkeley
for the last year.

THE NEW YOUK SUN AND THE FORUE
BILE.

When the New York Sun lets Constitu-
tional law alone (e, g. Mvenport's con-
tempt of the Congressional Committes),
it is as readable as any of the New York
dailies, although Mr. Dana's snap Is miss-
ed from f{ts editorial columns, and it
will hold on to its eccentricities about
the tariff. But however eccentrlc the
Sun chooses to be, we of the South owe
It an immense debt of gratitude for the
noble, unselfish way in which It has
thrown its Immense iufluence steadlly
agulnst the horrible suggestions to sub-
Ject us to a Force bill. There hardly
ever appears an issue of the Sun want-
ing In a vigorous attack on this Infamous
measure.

The Sun, In common with every sensi-
ble man, recognizes the fact that to en-
act Lodge's Force bill means the end of
representative government.

This of course, is the end of
popular elections, and the beginning of
the most hateful of all despotisms—a
popular government in name, & despotism
In fact.

{s what the Sun and all sensible men
know that the Force blll means, In
fighting the Force bill, therefore, the Sun
s fighting for popular rights In all parts
of the country.

AGHREAT STRIKE THREATENED.

The special London correspondence of
the New York Sun for Sunday contains
the following:

“What promises to be the greatest
strike In all history, growing out of the
Lancashire cotton trade troubles, Is now
apparently inevitable, On November Sth
60,0 operatives will leave thelr looms
and sixteen or seventeen milllon spindles
will become sllent. The {ague has heen
described, but 1t can be restated In n
word, The manufacturers inzist on a §
per cent. reduction in wages, The opera-
tives admit that the market I8 so unfav-
oralile that their employers are In some
difficulties, and they offer to submit to
some reduction in hours and a correspond-
ing reduction In pay. They will not ac-
cept legs money for pregsent  services.
Efforts to reach an agreement have heen
lone continued, but they are now aban-
doneil. Never was a labor battle so care-
fully prepured for, and with both sides
«n thoroughly equipped and organized.
The operatives have the strongest and
wenlthlest organization in  the world.
Thelr resources are so great that they
can remain (dle for severnl weeks without
nctual suffering, for the fArst time in
England. The employers alen are Iin A
compact and well disciplined body, hold-
ing the control of half the spindles In the
whole eotton trade, They will really gain
strength from a certalu term of non-pro-
duction. So the strugels, from the pre-
sent outlook, has no terrors for them. A
faw miils in the combination will probably
pay the fine which the rules of the Mas-
ter (otton Spinners’ Federation Impose
on 1t miembers and delay the enferee-
ment of the reduction for soma little time
after November Sth, The battle will pro-
bably be a bloodless one, for a long tim,
at least, The operatives are Intelligent,
and they have shown no bitterness In the
dispute thus far. In most of the citles
and towna affected the cotton milla furn-

leh almoxt the sole local industry. There
will therefore be a ol fleld for a great,
wallsbalanced earnpalegn, which eannot

full to command the attention and in-
terest of the world.”
